After s time the ship broke in two, and one 
by one thecrowds that had now taken refuge 
in the after part of the ship were washed over- 
hoard and swopt ont to ses, a ‘few being 
picked up ‘by the boats, while some others 
wore carried on to. Round ioland.. Tho chief 
mate, Mr. Wintorveld, seeing that the fore part 
of the vessel was leas exposed to the fury of the 
waves, worked his way there and alsa tried to in- 


‘| duce the captain to do likewise. Tho latter, 


however, sesmed.to have lost all heart as soon as 
he saw-disaster inovitable ond remarking that 
now he wasa ruined man he cared nothing for 
life obstinately refased to mova. The two on- 
gineors seem to have remained amidships 
but, were eventually washed overboard dnd. 
drowned, Mr, Henderson, the ohief, an en- 
thusiastio Sovtchman well known on the coast 
‘as askilfal playor. on the bagpipes, was nearly 
saved by a bout., Jnst as it appeared prob- 
ablo, however, that he would be rascred he throw 
‘ap his arms and disappusred: ‘Tho.mato after 
being repeatedly washed off the forecustle and 
orawling back, was at last carried overboard and 
being unable to got on bord again struck ont 
for the nearest boat. Thong a poor swinuner, 
doubtless aided by the durrent, he sticcesded” in 
reaching.ona, and was pulled in in a terrihly-ex- 
-hausted condition, severely braised by the trent- 
ment to which he had heen: anbjected by the sea 
that kopt washing him about the ship prior to 
hia oseape from her. his
